A FINANCIAL SYSTEM NEEDED. 
In place ot the several different laws and 
m ethods for paying out m oney belonging to the 
State for the support o f different institutions, I 
would recom m end that some general system for 
th a t purpose he form ulated and enacted by your 
honorable body. 
All m oneys belonging to* tlu* 
State should be paid into th e State Treasury 
soon as they com e into the possession of state 
officers, and should be disbursed onlv upon w ar­ 
rants from the Controller. By no other m ethod 
can a proper record be kept of th e expenditure 
of State m oneys. 
I would therefore suggest that 
Section S of the law relating to the governm ent 
of the State Prisons be am ended so as to require 
th e Wnirdens to pay into th e State Treasury all 
m oneys collected by them , said m oneys to be 
placed to the credit of the State Prison fund.

INVESTMENT OF THE SCHOOL LAND FUND. 
By virtue o f the pow er granted in Section.** 
6S»j and 6>2 of th e Political Code, as am ended 
M arch 3. 1883, th * State Board of E x am in e s, on 
tin* 24th day of November, INSL bought one 
hundred and tw enty-six bonds, of the par value 
of §1,0(10 each, issued on th at day by the county 
of Sacram ento, and m aturing on’ the 1st day of 
January. 1895, paying therefor the sum o f $1 
(ftft». These bonds bear interest at the rate of 
4V, per centum per annum , interest payable 
sem i-annually. The Board of Exam iners, in 
the exercise o f the pow er conferred as above 
stated, have experienced considerable difficulty, 
ow ing to the term s of the law and th e active 
comj»etition o f private capital, in investing the 
school fund profitably. The Board is lim ited 
by the law to th e investm ent of th e school fund 
in bonds of the United States, and bonds of the 
State and o f the counties. T he bonds o f the 
United States com m and a high prem ium , and 
bear a low rate of interest. 
Ir» consequence of

in the hands o f individuals have not been 
offered for sale to the State by th eir owners.

It is very necessary that quaran tin e grounds 
be secured to the State, in w hich persons a r­ 
riving from foreign ports or other States and 
afflicted w ith infectious or contagious diseases, 
m ay be kept in seclusion by the proper au th o ri­ 
ties until it is safe to perm it th em to m ingle 
w ith our people. The purchase of such grounds 
should be provided t*«r before all th e eligible 
locations are secured by corporations or in d i­ 
viduals for other jmrpu.-e*. 
A lm-atinn n ear the 
city of S.m Francisco would be the most appro­ 
priate place f»*r a quarantine station. 
In this cuim cetion 1 desire to urge upon your 
honorable body the necessity of providing an 
approprii.iinn, under th e control of the State 
Board of E xam iners, or w ith such o th er safe­ 
guards as to you m ay seem proper, for the use 
of the State Board of H ealth in preventing the 
introduction of infectious or contagions diseases 
into the State. A lthough our people have h ere­ 
tofore enjoyed a com parative im m unity from 
such diseases, a feeling of fancied security 
should not prevent us from anticipating the 
future by providing against th eir visitation.

call your attention to th e fact th at yellow fever 
has been prevalent in the Republic of Mexico 
for the past tw o years, and has also prevailed to 
some extent during the sam e tim e in some 
portions of the neighboring Territory of Arizona. 
It is also a fact that some portions of Europe are 
afflicted at the present tim e w ith visitations of 
cholera. 
W hatever be the tru th as t«> the 
origin of these diseases, it is a w ell established 
fact th at they follow th e lines of travel am i are 
spread by com m ercial 
intercourse betw een 
countries and States. The constant com m uni­ 
cation by sea betw een California and the in ­ 
fected localities o f Mexico, as well as the con­ 
tinuous line of com m unication by railroad, 
renders the State peculiarly liable to epidem ic 
invasion. In a m ore rem ote degree th e sam éis 
true o f the danger of this State from th e in­ 
fected districts of Europe. The appropriation 
now at the disposal of the State Board of 
Health is altogether inadequate t»» m eet such 
an em ergency as m ay arise at any tim e.

This 
subject we have frequently treated and ex­ 
plained, maintaining that no wrong has 
been done the State, and that if there has, 
the State has ample remedy as provided in 
the bill for this continuing contract. Re­ 
ferring to the collection of taxes from rail­ 
road companies, lie advises more stringent 
laws. lie fails toshow, however, how even 
railroad companies are to he prevented 
from asserting any rights they may have in 
the Courts of the country, or upon what 
basis of justice they shall lie compelled to 
sutler wrong in the matter of taxation. He 
fails to point out that the Supreme Court 
of the United States has unanimously ap­ 
proved the policy adopted by the chief law 
officer relative to the pending suits for 
railroad taxes, and thus practically con­ 
demned the refusal to avail of the large 
sum paid in by the companies. It was 
reasonable to expert that the Executive 
would have referred to this matter and 
have attempted to justify the course of the 
Administration. The failure to refer to it 
smacks of a stubbornness unseasoned by 
wisdom. As a whole the message is com­ 
monplace, with some good suggestions, but 
mainly noticeable for lack of vigor in deal­ 
ing with the questions taken up, and lack 
of breadth of comprehension of State ques­ 
tions. 
Its omissions are bv far the most 
significant features. 
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THE MESSAGE. 
The most striking feature of the tiov- 
ernor’s message is its dead silence concern­ 
ing the late extra session of the Legisla­ 
ture. Since the session was intended t< 
lie a brilliant and material stroke of policy, 
the non-reference to it can lie construed in 
no other way than a confession on tin 
part of the Executive that it was a dis­ 
mal failure concerning which the least 
said is the soonest mended. In this ad­ 
mission is displayed greater wisdom than in 
any affirmative utterances in the docu­ 
ment. 
The review of the financial condition of 
the State presents nothing new and cm-; 
bodies no striking suggestions. In tin 
satisfaction tin* Governor finds in the re­ 
duced rate of taxation the raising o; 
assessments is quietly ignored. Had that 
been treated scarcely so satisfactory a con 
elusion could bave been logically drawn 
A low rate upon advanced valuation com­ 
pared with a higher rate upon low valua­ 
tion does not provea reduction of the bur ­ 
den of taxation. But if the increased 
valuation secures greater equality of assess: 
ment, there is a gain by the low rate it. 
toe more equitable distribution of the co t 
of government maintenance. 
It is verv 
true that the tax rate for Is51 was 65.fi, 
and in 1SS2 59.5, and in 1883 49.7, but the 
assessment of 1 -si fell short $28,<M tfi.OOO, 
ami that of 18s2 over 6-47,000,000 com­ 
pared with 18S0. In ]S,n;{ the assess­ 
ments amounted to 805o,207,079, as against 
9579,870,449 in 1582. In 1,884 tlu-vaggre- 
gated 9* 29,213,911. The increased east of 
government was not proportionate, and 
hence the declination of the rate of taxa­ 
tion cannot be said to he more than a 
natural result. A reform in the financial 
system, requiring State moneys to be paid 
in a- collected, and disbursed onlv upon 
warrants, is suggested and is commend­ 
able. It was expected that the Governor 
would bave suggi .ted the erection of 
business-like checks to prevent fee-stealing 
in State offices, and the failure to do so is 
unaccountable in the light of recent expe­ 
riences.

The Chicago Times has been endeavor­ 
ing to tell the- working men who lias the 
wealth the country has accumulated since 
1860, the excess now over the sum at that 
date being laid at not less than $30,000,- 
000,OOO. Its explanation is of a charac­ 
ter to lead the laboring classes to believe 
its accumulation has benefited the few 
rather than the many, and that they have 
had very little to do with it. The truth 
is that its distribution has heen general, 
and it has gone into the hands of workers 
and producers most largely. The fntcr- 
tkean takes occasion to point out that the 
Times itself in 1860 was propertvless, but 
now has a million of values; that millions 
of it is found in the buildings erected in 
Chicago by the hands of skilled laborers 
at good wages. That city in twenty-four 
years has increased 490,000 in population. 
About $6,0(>0,000,OoO have been expended 
in railroad building and furnishing, while 
not less than $00,000,(100 lias its place in 
increased farm values. 
In fact, more 
working men have become wealthy in that 
period than in any other in the- liistorv of 
the country. It lias been an era of good 
wages, large employment and great immi­ 
gration. Tens of thousands of men who, 
in 1800, were just laying the foundations 
ior competence have come to be independ­ 
ent by reason ol the disbursement of in­ 
creasing wealth and the grow th of oppor­ 
tunity. 1 he Inter-Ocean is sound in the 
’statement that the greater portion of the 
increase in national wealth has found rep­ 
resentation in homes of the jieople, which 
have multiplied marvelously. It is also 
very clearly pointed out that the largest 
part of the employing capital of tla* coun­ 
try i> held in i-orporations, and these are 
composed of men, women and children, co­ 
operating in enterprises which single­ 
handed they could not undertake. These 
corporations employ more than half the 
laborers of the country, and give sup­ 
port to quite half the jieople. Reproduc­ 
tive wealth, as represented iu railways and 
like enterprises, as Mr. Mill points out, is 
most largely in the jiossession and use of 
the workers. “ The capitalist who buys 
their shares get- a claim on their divi­ 
dends and a jiart in their management, hut 
the operatives who work them have their 
entire jms-ession, the public have their 
service and tin- so-called owners get merelv 
a contingent lien on tlic-ir jiropertv.” 
Enterprise has been the great wealth- 
w inner, and it is a fact iucajiuble of dis- 
|*root. that it lias it< origin and success 
with poor men, and that the wealthy men 
of to-day began, in the main, as small 
wag,-winners. The Socialists who parade 
the streets of Chicago to-day and demand 
that the rule of Saturday-night division 
shall be established, would be found on the 
setting of the next Saturday’s sun pre­ 
cisely where they are to-day, at the bottom 
of the ladder; enterprise, prudence, finan­ 
cial courage and employment of labor 
placing their fellows where they belong— 
above them, and in possession of greater 
wealth, because ol the capacity to earn it. 
The wealth-winners are the men who have 
been great wage-paver-, and always will !>e 
in this country. The only error the Inter­ 
Ocean makes is in attributing these results 
to the high-tariff schedules. Protection 
has not been tin* cause of the growth of t he 
country, nor would free trade affect the 
vital principle underlying the subject 
considered. W hat would L-e wealth under 
a protective system would represent no 
less enterprise, and no less the results of the 
wealth undi r a free-trade system. But 
that system would enlarge our opportuni- 
t:e- to use the wealth of tin* country and 
make ns something worse than provincial- 
ists. Enterprise with all its great achieve­ 
ments has, nevertheless, lacked for room 
under a system which Mr. We lls h;iS aptly 
described as applying a tax as the remedy 
for every economic » vil. It is verv true 
that between 1 SCO and IsSO there w as a 
vast increase in values, but the capital 
employed to that end was not the same 
possessed in the period from 1850 to i860, 
which was less in volume by a fourth than 
that engaged between 1-SCO and 18S0.

Insane Hospital Burned—Shocking Losa ¡ 
ol Life. 
K ankakee (111.). January 18th.—The 
south infirmary of the Illinois Eastern 
Hospital for the Insane was burned this 
morning at 4:30. The fire originated Sr. the 
furnace-room, and had got a good heading 
before it was discovered. The woodwork 
of the building being of jdne. it burned 
very rapidly. The building was occupied 
by 4.5 patients, and one night-watchman. 
Seventeen patients are missing.-ami thir­ 
teen bodies have heen recovered. All the 
patients wore infirm. The bedridden were 
rescued first, but those able to assist them­ 
selves did not realize the danger, and many 
of them perished. The attendants lost all 
their «Sects. m i many had a very narrow 
escape. One of them liad to tie his bed 
clothes together, and let himself down 
from the ton window. The building was 
a new one. and-cost s 7-¡!o*‘. but was not 
yet provided with water-works. 
{SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
K ank a k e e. January ltkii.— 'The building 
was a two-story stone and brick, with no 
wood about it except the floors and stair­ 
ways. It was used as an infirmary, with 
-1.5 inmates—23 on the first floor and 22 on 
the second. Attendants Brown, Rise and 
wife were sleejdng on the second floor. 
Attendants Reid. Williams, and fireman 
I.abarge slejit on the first tioor. The build­ 
ing was heated by hot-air furnaces. Jt was 
12° below zero when the watchman, named 
Cobb, discovered smoke issuing from (lie 
floor immediately above the furnace. He 
awoke the attendants. The smoke at once 
became drawn through the hot-air dues 
and along the halls and stairways to all 
(•arts of the building. The tire spread so 
rapidly that all efforts to save the building, 
in the absence of a lire alarm to summon 
help, and for want of facilities to quench 
the flames, were found to l>e in vain. At­ 
tendant W. A. Reid began dragging and 
carrying out the patients. Many patients, 
dad in their night clothing, rushed from 
the bitter cold air back into the building. 
Reid, at the risk of his own life, struggled 
ou until 21 of his 23 patients were 
rescued, when lie became exhausted 
and was carried away. On the second 
floor, attendants Rise and wife heard the 
alarm and escaped down the stairway just 
before it fell. Attendant Brown, sleeping 
on the same floor, was awakened by the 
smoke, aud attempted to save a patient in an 
adjoining room, but failed, and sliding 
down by means of a sheet from his win­ 
dow. jumped tn the ground. Superintend­ 
ent It. S. I >ewey reached the scene, and with 
ladders climbed to the second story win­ 
dows, smashed them in, and was able to 
rescue some patients thereby. Almost all 
the jiatients refused to co-operate in the 
efforts being made to save them, and were 
only rescued by being <1 ragged from the 
llatiies and forcibly prevented from return­ 
ing. A marvelous eseajie was that of an 
inmate who fell with the second floor. He 
struck the burning debris above the fur­ 
nace, and bounded through a window to 
the ground uninjured. The remains of the 
bodies of twelve patients have been taken 
from the ruins, burned to fragments, only 
to be identified by the location in which 
they were found. 
At the Coroner's inquest this afternoon 
Superintendent Dewey testified that he 
had asked of the Legislature two years ago 
$2,500 to protect these detached wards from 
fire; that $1,000 was allowed, all of which 
was used in mains and hydrants: that the 
amount was insufficient to answer the pur­ 
pose. He suggested that the floors above 
the hot-air furnaces be changed, It being 
shown in evidence that it was but four 
inches from the outside and ten inches 
from the inside of the furnace, to the jiine 
joists. He gave two reasons for the great 
number of deaths: First, the patients were 
almost all suffocated by smoke before they 
could Iu- reached; and second, the inability 
or unwillingness of the insane jiatients to 
try and helji themselves. 
The remains of the bodies, with one ex- 
eejition, did not aggregate eaeli but a little 
more than a handful of charred ashes. 
The entire remains of ten of the victims 
were sjiread on a small table two feet 
square. Friends are arriving in search of 
lost ones. The scenes on their arrival are 
necessarily very heart-rending. Telegrams 
are pouring in from all parts of the State 
from jiarties asking as to the safety of their 
friends among the 1,500 inmates of the 
hospital. 
The Coroner’s jury, which adjourned 
until to-morrow ulternoon, is investigating 
as to whether the furnaces were defective. 
The facts that there is no general fire- 
alarm between the various buildings of the 
hospital, or any system of water-works to 
jirotect life and property there, accounts 
largely for the very large loss of life. 
(THIRD DISPATCH.] 
K ankakee, January 18th.—H. IV. Rol­ 
den, aged 50, of Galesburg, one of the vic­ 
tims, and the only one whose remains |ire- 
served even the semblance of a human 
being, was a prominent man in bis section 
of the Fíate, lie was on the second floor, 
was an invalid, and was unable to help 
himself. 
Superintendent Dewey, aided by an at­ 
tendant. placed a ladder to his window, 
and Dewey ascended it and broke the glass 
with his hands, but being unable to break 
the sash, descended for some implement to 
break it with. Meantime Bolden's shrieks' 
for helji were loud and agonizing. As 
Dewey reaseendcd the shrieks died away, 
and smoke and flames poured from the 
window so that no helji could he given 
him. Dr. Dewey, havingcalls fur help from 
another window, hurries I to the rescue, and 
though a mail of light build, dragged a Iso 
pound patient through the window and 
bore him safely to the ground. 
The burned building was used as an in­ 
firmary, many of the inmates being unable 
from sickness to walk. The only chance 
for obtaining water was from small wash- 
stand faucets, not even tire-buckets or 
barrels being on band. 
Night Watchman Cobb testified before 
the Coroner’s jury that he registered the 
rcjiort of his calls every half hour. The 
register showed that lit visited the furnace- 
room at 3:49 and found it all right then. 
At 4:10 lit* discovered the tire. The floor 
immediately over the furnaces had fre­ 
quently been noticed by the attendants 
sleeping there to Ft* uncomfortably hot. 
The furnace was roofed by sheet-iron, then 
by two layers of brick laid in mortar, with 
a space of but six indies between them 
and the pine. 
Attendant R. <.’. Williams testified that live 
minutes after the tire was discovered it was 
blazing through the floor; that on being 
roused be ran outside, aud saw that the 
fire was only visible about and around the 
furnace. 
Attendant J. C. McFarland, outside night 
watchman, testified that lie heard a cry of 
“ fire,” roused the attendants of the wards 
Nos. 5 anil 0, and carried two ladders to 
the burning building from the .carpenter 
slioji, mu yards away. 
Tin nigh an alarm of lire was s mnded in 
the city. Kankakee has no fire department, 
and as the hospital is half a mile away, no 
aid reached it. The State does not insure 
its jiropertv, but a comparatively slight ap­ 
propriation. added to the present incom- 
jdete facilities, will furnish to the hospital 
adequate means for lire purposes. 
Field or Henley W hich? 
W a-hinoton. January 18th. — Justice 
Field has. it is said, decided to enter the 
ii-ts against Henley for the control of the 
California patronage. The fight at the 
•Stockton Convention has been transferred 
to Washington.

It is rejsirted 
that s mu* ¡¡no* ago Henley was invited to 
meet the Justice at the hitter’s ’house, and 
that they had a conference ujvon the 
subject. Field, it is said, told Iletiley that 
lie proposed to do all in liis power to pre­ 
vent the men who engineered the Stockton 
Convention from holding office under the 
now administration. Henley told Field 
that he bad stood by the action of the 
Stockton (Convention in the last eamjiaign, 
and that he did not jiropose to allow. if he 
could jirevent it, his friends to be slaugh­ 
tered. ¡t is not likely that any conferences 
will be held in the future between the 
Justice and Henley on the subject of Cali­ 
fornia patronage. 
Indians Frozen to Dram . 
Dai i.vs (Texas-, January 18th.—News 
was received here to-day from pasiengers 
on tin- Fort Worth and Denver Railway, to 
tin* effect that late yesterday evening five 
Kiowa Indians were found frozen to death 
near old Catnp Angas. Judian Territory, 
about forty miles northwest of Wichita 
Falls, by a party of freighters. They were 
all huddled together under a ban It or de­ 
clivity, and judging from their aiJCoutre- 
nients they must have been on a hunt for 
game, ami on their way to Wichita Falls 
for ammunition ami supplies. Two empty 


quart bottles, that had contained ’whisky, 
lay near the corpses. It is said that the 
Indians on the reservations are in a dis­ 
tressed condition, notwithstanding the aid 
of the Government in furnishing them sup­ 
plies. The Indians found frozen to death 
were poorly clad, and evidently anticipated 
no severe weather before reaching Wichita 
Falls. Their bodies are to be taken back 
to the reservation. 
Three Young Ladies Poisoned. 
C h a r lesto n (W. Ya.i, January 18tli.— 
Great excitement prevails in St. Albans, 
near this city, over tlie poisoning of Misses 
Annie, Blanche and Jennie Burns, highly 
respected young ladies of that place. The 
ladies had heen to an entertainment Friday 
night, and overslept yesterday for the family 
breakfast. They7 prepared their own break­ 
fast, using water in a barrel. Shortly after j 
eating breakfast they became very sick, and 
were taken with cramps. The symptoms 
indicated poison, and the ladies were 
treated by the doctors for that trouble. 
Fjion examination the water in the barrel 
was found to contain arsenic. How it got 
there is a mystery which will probably 
never be solved. The victims are in a se­ 
rious condition. 
Kato Ca.tU-l-aii’s llustmnd on a " Jam ­ 
boree.” 
W innipeg (Man.) January 18th.—The 
performance of Kate Castleton’s company 
at the opera house here last night was in­ 
terrupted by an outbreak on the jiart of 
Harry l’liillijis. Kate's husband and man­ 
ager. He obtained possession of money 
sent to her from San Francisco, and got 
drunk. At the close of the first act Kate 
asked him for the remainder of the money. 
He responded by felling her with a blow, 
which rendered lu-r insensible for some 
time. Afterwards he broke into her bed­ 
room, revolver in hand, threatening to kill 
her. He was arrested, and spent the night 
in the police station. Seven thousand dol­ 
lars’ worth of Miss Castleton’s diamonds 
were found on his person and returned to 
her. Phillips was bailed out, and the 
whole company left to-night for the South. 
Disastrous Fire in Huston. 
B o sto n , January 18th.-—To-night a tire 
broke out in the Bay State Sugar Refinery, 
No. 37 Eastern avenue. The building was 
of brick, four stories high, with a frontage 
of about 40 feet on Eastern avenue, and ex­ 
tended back about 90 feet to Sargent’s 
wharf. The flames spread to the Standard 
i lye wood works, which abut upon tlie re­ 
finery on the Sargent's wharf end, and ex­ 
tend down the avenue towards the wharf. 
These mills are three stories high, and 
about 80 or 90 feet in length. They are 
nearly or quite destroyed. Tlie refinery is 
operated by E. Atkins A Co., who, it is un­ 
derstood, own the brick block as well as the 
refinery building. Their loss will jjrobably 
lie heavy, but they are fully insured. The 
dye mills property is owned by the heirs of 
George N. Black- 
Great Loss of Stock in Texas. 
St. Louis, January 18th.— Dispatches 
from Texas continue to rejiort a great loss 
of cattle and sheep by the late cold weather 
in various parts. On many ranges in the 
northern and western part of the State 
great numbers of cattle have drifted south­ 
ward, till stopped by the wire fencing run­ 
ning many miles east and west, and are 
noAV dying by hundreds, and even thou­ 
sands, from hunger, thirst and cold. The 
loss is chiefly on ranges which had suffered 
from drought, both grass and water being 
scarce, and tlie cattle in poor condition ; 
but even in more favored parts of the State 
a great amount of stock has already been 
lost by the unusual severity of the weather, 
it is estimated that ten per cent, of the cat­ 
tle and twenty jier cent, of the sheep have 
jterished. 
End of the Hrakeraen's Strike. 
Fort W ayne (Ind.), January 18th.—The 
railroad brakemen's strike, which was in­ 
augurated here on Tuesday last, terminated 
this evening. The strikers held a meeting 
this afternoon and delegated a committee 
of their number to ivait on Mayor Zollinger 
at his residence, which ivas done. Later, 
the committee waited on Superintendent 
l.aiv, of the railroad company, and at this 
meeting it avus agreed that the railroad 
should be permitted to run “ double­ 
header” freight trains, if desired, while 
those of the striking hrakemen avIio choose 
to work will be reinstated by the company 
and not he discharged for their jiarticipa- 
tion in the strike. 
Found Dead in Her Bed. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 18th.—Mrs. Julia 
A. Roberts, a well-known Avorker among 
the jioor of this eitv, and who gained con­ 
siderable prominence by her management 
of tlie penny luncli-room here, was found 
dead in bed this morning. She was a sister 
of General Phil. Kearney. 
The Sunday Law in New York. 
New York. January lSth.—The excise 
laiv avus enforced to-dav as strictly as it 
ever was. the police having been notified 
by Superintendent Walling that liquor 
shops must be closed on Sunday. There 
were a large number of arrests during the 
day. Five hundred dealers met in Irving 
Hall this afternoon, and adopted resolu­ 
tions pledging themselves to as-ist the po- 
liec in the imjiartial enforcement of the 
law, believing that such action will compel 
the citizens to demand a modification of the 
statutes.

The weather 
was rough, and the Falcon Avas unable to 
take tlie wreck in tow. .Saturday the 
steamship Lady Woodhouse succeeded in 
getting lines to the wreck, but during a 
heavy sea the rojn s parted and tbc Admiral 
Moorsom eventually sunk.

Indians Fighting Among Them selves 
Snow-storm at Sea—Personal. 
I‘out Towxsk.nh (\Y. T.t, January Isth.— 
The steamer Idaho brings the following 
from Sitka. Alaska: 
On December 15th there was a disturb­ 
ance on Kou Island among the tribes of 
Indians known as the Kakcs, in which 
seven were killed, it avus a family quarrel, 
and the cause of tlie row was an old griev­ 
ance. About a year ago the tribe was hav­ 
ing a feast, and a grand drunk, on a drink 
called hoochenoo, made out of molasses, 
when one of the chiefs stabbed and killed 
another. It was settled at the time ill the 
Indian style of settling their difficulties. 
That was by the murderer's friends jiromis- 
ing to pay the murdered Indian’s friends 
400 blankets. This fall, when they all re­ 
turned from hunting and fishing, the mur­ 
dered Indian’s friends made a demand on 
the murderer's friends for (fie 400 blankets, 
which tlit- murderer's friends refused to 
pay. This caused the fight, and they never 
stopped until there were seven Indians 
killed. On the arrival of the steamer at 
Sitka Captain Carroll reported the matter 
to Captain Nicholas, of the United States 
Avar ship Pinta, avIio intends going down to 
Kou Island to inquire into the difficulty. 
The mail steamer Idaho was three days 
in a snow-storm on her triji uj>. 
Miss M. S. Giljiin, avIio came here on an 
excursion in 1882, and lias lived in tin* Ter­ 
ritory ever since, goes to Victoria on the 
outgoing steamer.

THE VETERANS’ HOME. 


A Her four years o f constant labor, the Direct­ 
ors o f the Veterans’ Home Association have se­ 
cured an extensive tract of land in Napa eoun- 
tv, and have built thereon an asylum for d is­ 
abled soldiers an d sailors. The land and the 
im provem ents have cost about 840,<hk‘. an d the 
Association is now praetieall outy of debt. The 
am ount appropriated at the last session of the 
Legislature is not adequate for the proper sup- 
|K»rt o f the inm ates of th e Home. The m ana­ 
gers have therefore relied to u great extent ui>oii 
private donations and subscriptions to supply 
th e deficiency. This support they have found 
to be precarious and uncertain, and it hits been 
w ith m uch difficulty th a t the institution has 
been m aintained up to the present tim e. 
A 
proposition has been advanced to. and has been 
favorably considered by the Board o f Directors, 
to the effect th at th e institution be turned 
over to an d adopted by 
th e Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent as 
a B ranch Home for disabled 
soldiers 
and 
sailors, 
such 
Homes 
being 
iit 
the 
present 
tim e 
m aintained by that 
VSovémiflem in oth er States 
of the rn io n . 
It is most fitting th a t such a Home be so m ain­ 
tain ed on the Pacific coast. The soldiers of the 
M exican w ar, a rapidly dim inishing 
band, 
whose forms are bowed w ith age and contlicts, 
should be perm itted to pass th eir declining 
years in this sta te and he buried under the soil 
they helped to win. 
1 therefore recom m end 
th at your honorable body present such fuotsund 
suggestions to Congress its w ill induce th at body 
to adopt our Veterans' H orneas a Branch Asy­ 
lum for disabled soldiers and sailors, sim ilar in 
all respects t<> such Homes as are now m ain­ 
tained by tlie Federal G overnm ent in various 
localities in th e E astern States. 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 
The condition of th e O rphan Asylums is, 
generally speaking, sa^dactory. The am ount 
expended during the thirty-fourth fiscal year 
for the support o f orphans, half-orphans and 
abandoned fliild rcn was 8201,:*57 71. During the 
thirty-fifth fiscal year there was expended on 
the sam e class $205,Ml pi. The other expend­ 
itures for charitable purposes comprise the sum 
of 57,475 ft! paid for the support of Old People's 
Homes, and $2.112 do expended upon th e Vet­ 
erans’ Home, m aking a total of $110,1:»7 7*2 paid 
out by the State in charity to persons in private 
institutions during the two fiscal years m en­ 
tioned. 
INSANE ASYLUMS. 
The new asylum building at Stockton, pro­ 
vided for by the last Legislature, has been com­ 
pleted and will be occupied bv insane patients 
nssoon as furnished. T he appropriation made 
by the last J egislature, at its regular session, 
provided only for the erection of the building, 
m aking no allow ance for the furnishing thereof. 
Of th e twelve hundred and fifty patients now in 
the institution, one hu n d red and thirty-four are 
dom iciled in an old wooden structure unfit for 
the purpose, and one hundred and sixty others 
arc-com pelled, from lack of accom m odations, 
to sleep on the corridor floors m wards of the 
m ain building. 
1 would, therefore, recom m end 
th at, from sim ple hum anity. this building be 
furnished at th e earliest possible mom ent, and 
th a t an appropriation for that purpo>e be early 
m ade l»y your honorable body, in order th at no 
tim e m ay be lost in providing those two h u n ­ 
dred and ninety-four unfortunates w ith com ­ 
fortable quarters. The sam e asylum asks that 
certain alterations an d repairs be m ade in the 
m ain building, to place it in a good sanitary 
condition. Both institutions are filled to reple­ 
tion. The report of the Superintendent of the 
Napa Asylum for the fiscal year ending .Inin* eO, 
lsM, show s a net increase in the num ber of pa­ 
tients d u iiu g that period of one hundred and 
forty-seven. The report of the superintendent 
of the Stockton Asylum shows a net increase, 
d uring the sam e period, of one hundred and 
twenty. The last earned official, speaking of 
the new building and the num ber n«»w waiting 
to be accom m odated therein, snvs : •• This num ­ 
ber is nearly or quite equal to the full capacity, 
and the rate of increase will very soon again fill 
th e asylum to its present crowded condition 
uiilcv* Mime provision for it> telief is m ade by 
the Legislature.” 
The Superintendent of the 
Napa Asylum says in his report : “ The crowded 
condition o f the asylum is a growing evil of 
alarm ing m agnitude, w hich cannot he longer 
tolerated w ithout dishonor to tin* sta te .” 
This 
is strong language, but it i> no doubt truthful. 
T he necessity, therefore, forces itself upon us 
for eith er additional buildings or more stringent 
laws concerning the adm ission o f patients. 
STATE l»KI.SO.\*s. 
The report o f th e Directors of the State prisons 
and those Of th e officers *d the prisons for the 
fiscal year ending Ju n e :m, 3>M, will be found 
iKjth interesting and instructive. 
Fpon the re­ 
moval uf the form er Board of Directors, act­ 
ing iu accordance v*ilU what I consider the 
sp irit of our Constitution. I appointed a Board, 
whose m em bers belonged to both ol the great 
political parties.

Not one of the arm ories, now occupied by the 
com panies of the N ational Guard, is owned by 
the Suite. 
More than half of the appropriation 
at present allow ed for the support of the m ilitia 
is expended in rents. 
Inm ost eases tin* halls 
and buildings used as arm ories are unsuited for 
m ilitary purposes, and for such em ergencies of 
offense and defense as would arise if th e m ilitia 
w ere called into active service.

suggestions were enacted, the collection of our 
revenue in the future w ould be rendered cer­ 
tain» T hat mdrO stringent law s relating to th e 
Collection of revenue should be passed, and that 
all property should be m ade to bear .ts just pro­ 
portion of th e burdens o f governm ent, m ust be 
apparent to all. These corporations should be 
m ade to o b ev th e law in its entirety, or they 
should not be taxed at all. T here is no m iddle 
ground th at the State can take on this im portant 
question. A great and im portant trust is con­ 
fided to vour keeping, and no m an should de­ 
ceive him self w ith the belief th a t any attem pt 
to evade or com prom ise this issue will soon be 
forgotten or condoned by the people. 
conclusion. 
1 have thus endeavored to set before you the 
m ost prom inent features in the reports of the 
various State officers and institutions under the 
control of the State, and to suggest such legisla­ 
tion as ap]K*ars most im portant to the people at 
the present tim e. Outside of th e suggestions 
above m ade. 1 am of the opinion that hut zi 
sm all am ount of legislation is necessary. While
